Romantic Meeting of a Hasband uud 
Wife in Salt lake.

The old stury that romance in real iiu; 
are oftentinies etrAnjrer than the fiction 
which wi it.Ts weave for hoolcs, was recent- 
ly exemplitied in thiHcily. It was no lens 
tnnn th© meetinfi of a huflband and wife 
after tell years of separation. The eircutu- 
stances oi' the case, as learned by aTribune 
repdrter from the hnsbnnd.are ns follows: 
Twelve yenr« ago Henry L. Walhu c was 
married in New York City, and bcinj: a 
man of lihei'al incans, took his wife to 
P^urope. They made a two years' tour on 
the continont, jind then returned to Liver- 
iiool, from whence they exnecteil to sail 
tor America. Wallace find nis wife took 
state rotdiis in th(» steatnor, and after 
going ou board Wallace recalle<l the fact 
that the scrventiprlrl at the hotel who had 
acted as nnrse uirl for Ills chiM had n^t, 
in the hurry of leaving, been paid. As 
there were still two liours before the 
steatner sailed he c'Micluded to go back 
and [la y 1 ho mir.-e, le.-t sh(> niiirht mention 
the matter to other !.Miests aii'l a had im- 
pression of histiiianeiai iiite^'rity he created. 
He started for tiie hotel, aiiJ on his way 
was roughly jostled by a stranger. Tui ii- 
ingupon hiin he demanded to know why 
he wa^: inHiiIt<'d. w hen sof:ii» h )t wor>is 
l)assed and he kuockud the man down. 
The police rushed in and arrested both 
men. Atthos|Ation hoii>-e tlie man wh<<m 
he had knocked down elnirged him with 
atten pting to pick his].ock( t. Tie tried to 
t'Nplain that his wii'«' aii>l child were on 
the stea:ner, ami litK.lIv (.flV'red a thousand 
dollars to let l;im go, hut it was of no 
avail, and the story of the steamer was 
only look<Ml upon as a fabrication todeeeive 
the police. Wlien he was searched uo 
money was found on his person except a 
few shillings iti silver, liavin'j; left it with 
his wife. This fact, taken in connection 
with his ofTef of $1,000 for his release, 
made It all the more snsi)icioug. While 
he was being examined in the office of the 
Chief of Police, a dispatch came from Lon- 
don, ilirecting the detectives to arrest a 
c(>iititei feiter who was about to sail on the 
stea m e r . T h e ( 1 est ; r i j > t i o n a ns we i'e( 1 a h n os t 
exactly for Wallace and he was locked up. 
He sent word to the hotel, and the keeper 
of the hoube called upon hmi, Wallace 
begged the man to identify him, but the 
re)»!y was : 

"1 only know that you stopped a few 
davs at mv house, and when von left von 
(lidn t pay a nurse girl whom yon hired. 
What do I know of your antecedents?" 

That the hill due the nurse girl, which 
was the cans.' of all tho trouUh^' should bo 
used air lin-^t him was a crushiii<_' blow, and 
when his trial came oil" the London ilettc- 
tives swore that thev believed he wna tho 
eoniiti'rfcitt'r wanted, but tlu-re was not 
sntlicient i>rool to convict. The man 
whom he knocked down swore stontly that 
he Inid attempted to juck his pocket, tind 
he was benteuced tor two years. In the 
meantime the steamer sailed bearing his 
wife iind child. Mrs. Wallace remember- 
ing the excuse he had made to leave the 
steamer, presently began to imnpine, as 
many women might do nnder the circum- 
stances, lliat he took this method of <!e- 
scitingher, and alter reaching Mew York 
gave np all hopes of ever seeing him 
again. She had considerable money, 
however, and finally cam« West. She 
lived in 8an Francisco for several years 
and lost nearly all she had in stocks. She 
came to Salt Lake with hor child, and 
took in sewing and fancy needlework, 
barely making a living. After Wallace 
had served his term in Liverpool he spent 
two years in trying to get something to do, 
and finally had to werk in a rope maker's 
estubliahment to earn money enough to 
reach America, coming in an emigrant 
ship. After reaching New York he met 
some of his old friends ; explaining his 
misfortunes, he got a start in the world 
^ain, and making a Rood deal of money, 
he tried to find his wife, but was unable 
to do 80. lie went to Co)orado^ two years 



ago, invested luckily in mines, and made 
con.sideiable money. Last week be came 
to Salt Lake, and while at the Walker 
Hons*; with a friend, tho conversation 
tnniod upon the prosey subject of good 
liitiDii siiirts. Said the friend* "There is 
a widow woman up Street who makea my 
sliirt.s. I gave her my measure find they 
lit to a charm and last longer than any 
store shirt I ever wore. If yon want some 
good shirts cotiie with me." 

Wallace agreed and the two went up to 
the widow woman's. 

"Same name as yours by the w:iy." said 
th(i man as he apjtroached the house. He 
introduced Wallaco as a friend who want- 
ed some shirts made. The two looked at 
each other, 'f lie w oin tn 'M ve a big long 
scream and tlieii there was \\m) nsmd tab- 
lean, which "woidd re(|nire cousidcrable 
Work to prop! rly de scribe. \Vailac(! f(jund 
his wife and also his little baby, the latter 
grown to girlhoo<l. These are the simple 
fiU'ts of a remarkable case, but the full his- 
tory of the wantlerings of the separated 
t oiinle would make a nook. The two left 
for New York on Tm-.^day las^t.

by Fire. 

Hpeciul In Daily lirLi-KTiN. 
Cincinnati, 0., February 1, 1882.— The 
fire At New York yesterday wus much 
more destructive than at first reported. 
Tb^ newspaper ofiQcei entirely burned are 
the Scientific American, New York Ob- 
server, 8cotch-Ainericau Journal, Pettin- 
gill's Advertising Agency and Turf, Field 
and Farm, Forest and Stream and the 
old World office. Buildings were also burn- 
ed belonging to Leggs Bros. & Co., J. W. 
Thompson, Charles Meyer, Nash A Cook 
and the New York Rubber Company, the 
largest of the kind in the world. The 
New York Times oHice was p.irtly burned.
